The figures in that statement are of more than ordi- 


nary interest to the retail hardware dealer in rural 
communities, for they furnish very substantial proof 
of the fact that the concern that wants business and 
goes after it all the time gets a large proportion of 
what there is to get, while the man who sits in his 
store and waits for trade to come to him, gets a very 
much smaller proportion. 

With the mail order houses there is no “dull season,” 
so far as working up business is concerned. Their ad- 
vertising departments are working full blast every day 
of the year, and the natural result of their activity is 
that every month, as shown in the statement referred 
to in the foregoing, presents a substantial gain in a 
year when the average retail hardware dealer, as well 
as other retailers, has found his sales at a standstill.

SoME RETAIL hardware dealers maintain that it is 
not good policy for a retailer to feature nationally 
advertised trademarked lines and give as 
The Danger their reason that the manufacturer of 
of ; ‘ 
Private BrandssU" a line may without cause, after the 
dealer has spent money and energy to 
work up a trade on such a line, take it away from him 
and arrange with some local competitor to handle it, 
and that thus the dealer will have had his expense 
and labor for nothing, while the competitor will reap 
the benefit of the first dealer’s effort. 

While at the first glance there might seem to be 
some basis to this process of reasoning, yet when one 
comes to consider the matter from a broader view- 
point, it will be seen that really there is not any reason 
to fear that any manufacturer will take a line away 
from a retailer if that retailer really works with him 
to promote the sales of the article or line in question. 

It stands to reason that any manufacturer will want 
to have as large an output of his product as he can 
possibly secure at a reasonable cost, and inasmuch as 
it will entail additional expense to him to change his 
distributor in any one community, he will not be 
anxious to do so unless it is found absolutely neces- 
sary because of the dealer’s own lack of enterprise. 

On the other hand, the local hardware dealer, if he 
‘is the right sort, will do all that he can to take advan 
tage of the advertising which the manufacturer 1s 
doing to create a demand for his product and wil! 
cooperate with the manufacturer in every way pos 
sible to change the interest of those who have rea 
the advertisements into a desire for the article and 
then work that desire up until the sale materializes. 

There have been altogether too many instances 0 
successes in the retail hardware business which had a: 
one of their principal causes the fact that these store: 
made a special feature of nationally advertised trade 
marked lines of hardware to allow for any kind o 
argument as to the advisability of handling such lines 
It is now a demonstrated fact that nationally adver- 
tised trademarked goods can be made, if the loca! 
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so wills it, to contribute largely to the success 
retail hardware store. 

the other hand, while it is freely admitted that 
iccess of ariy retail hardware store depends very 
larely upon the character of the man who operates 
| the manner in which he conducts his business, 
as well as upon the quality of merchandise that he 


es, yet it must also be admitted that the con- 


handles, 

<ymer is—as he has always been—rather inclined to 
decide as to the reliability of an article, not so much 
hy what the local dealer says as by what he has 
learned through reading about that article or has 
heard from those of his neighbors who have used the 
same kind of an article. 

or this reason, then, it is an important point for 
an individual retail hardware dealer to consider 
whether he can afford to handle a line which has no 
standing in the community or anywhere else. 

The article in question may be as good as it can be 
made and if it turns out satisfactory, there will be no 
complaint, but if it should fail to do so, the fault 
will be found, not with the manufacturer of the 
article, but with the dealer who sold it. 

But if an article which is nationally advertised is 
sold by a dealer and turns out unsatisfactory, the 
blame will not fall on the dealer, but on the manufac- 
turer, and while, of course, in either case the hard- 
ware dealer will have to “niake good” on the unsatis- 
factory item and most likely will also be able to pass 
on to the manufacturer the refund or cost of a new 
article given in place of the damaged one, yet his posi- 
tion with regard to the customer is very much stronger 
if the article in question was a nationally advertised 
one, because then the customer will not say that the 
dealer used poor judgment in buying his merchandise, 
but that it was simply a case over which he had no 
control. 

That is one of the main reasons why retail hard- 
ware dealers should feature nationally advertised 
trademarked lines. 

But there is another very important factor to be 
considered and that is the benefit which the local 
hardware dealer can derive from the advertising done 
by the manufacturer. 

Qn pages 24 and 25 of this week’s issue of 
AMERICAN ARTISAN there appears an article which 
cites many instances of such cooperative advertising 
and dealers are advised to read this article very care- 
fully and consider diligently the entire matter of pri- 
vate brands versus nationally advertised trademarked

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Securing Trade of Amateur Huntsmen 
for Retail Hardware Store

Indications are that this Fall will see a much greater 
interest in the hunting of game than has ever been the 
ee case in this country before. 
: There seems to be that in 
the air which causes man’s 
thoughts to turn toward 
the open country and the 
chase of game, and this, of 
cotirse, is not to be won- 
dered with all the news- 
papers full of reports of 
battles in Europe. 

“ol Be that as it may, the 
William T. Gormley. point in which the retail 
hardware dealer is interested is, that this tendency 
opens up many opportunities for him to increase his 
sales and profits, not only of guns and ammunition, 
but also on the hundreds of various articles that go 
to make up a complete hunting outfit. 






There is this, however, to consider in this connec- 
tion, that, while the man who for years has taken an 
active interest in hunting may know perfectly well 
where he can secure his supplies, and that in the 
average hardware store there will be shot guns and 
rifles for his selection as well as cartridges and shells, 
this does not mean that you particularly will benefit 
by this knowledge unless you make a special effort to 
reach these sportsmen. 

While it is true that, so long as there are birds in 
the air and animals in the bush, and as long as ducks 
and geese will migrate from the northern waters to 
those of warmer climates, the sale of ammunition and 
firearms is going to be a part of the hardware busi- 
ness, it is necessary for the hardware dealer who has 
this class of merchandise for sale to work for this 
trade by featuring these articles in some special way, 
and if he fails to do so, he will find that others who 
are in the business of selling guns and other supplies 
for hunters will even take away the trade which he 
may have had in the past. 

There are two principal ways in which the hard- 
ware dealer may invite the hunter to buy his supplies 
at his store, and both of these should be used to their 
lullest extent, and in addition advantage should be 
taken of all the various selling helps that are furnished 
by manufacturers and are sent in liberal quantities to 
every retail hardware dealer who requests them.

Persons will enter his store and ask to see some spe- 
cific article that they have noticed in the window. 

Recently I have noted a number of very clever 
window displays of hunting and fishing supplies re- 
produced and described in AMERICAN ARTISAN, and 
these may well be copied or each adapted by hardware 
dealers who may not be in position to originate their 
own. 

One of the reasons why these window displays 
appealed so much to me was that in each one there 





was a suggestion of the open air life—a bit of camp 
life or a group picturing what the huntsman may 
bring back from his trip in form of game. 

Next comes the newspaper advertising and if the 
retail hardware dealer is wise he will follow the ex- 
ample of the manufacturers of firearms and ammuni- 
tion who at this particular time are doing splendid 
work to help him increase his sales in this line by 
using liberal space in the newspapers—both dailies 
and weeklies—all over the country, and have some 
advertisements of his own inserted in his local papers. 

In the retail advertisements emphasis should be 
made on the quality of the articles offered for sale 
rather than on the price, although it is always wise to 
quote a definite price on some specific item in order 
to demonstrate the store’s ability to furnish the right 
sort of merchandise at the right price, and in this 
connection it is worth while remembering that this 
price should by no means always be a cut price. Some 
hardware dealers have an idea that unless they reduce 
prices, there is little use in advertising them, but the 
average customer—and especially the true sportsman 
—is more interested in being sure of good quality 
than in some low price on a piece of merchandise of 
the quality of which he knows but little or nothing. 

In connection with his newspaper advertising the 
retai! hardware dealer should make use of all the 
helpful booklets, folders and pamphlets which are so 
liberally furnished to him by manufacturers of am- 
munition and which cannot but help interest his pros- 
pective customers in the particular line of fire arms 
and ammunition which he carries in stock. These 
pamphlets and other selling helps should preferably 
be mailed to prospects rather than kept on a counter 
to be picked up by chance or be wrapped in parcels. 
While such use of them may occasionally produce a 
sale far better results are obtained if they are sent by 
mail and thus reach the prospect at his home.

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It stands to reason, that if there is anything in ad- 
vertising, the so-called “Consumer Advertisements” 
of manufacturers of tools and other lines of hard- 
ware will create a favorable opinion of these products 
with the consumer and will, therefore, make him 4 
much easier prospect to handle by the retail hardware 
dealer when he comes in to buy one of these articles 
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Advertisements of Trademarked Hardware Directed to Consumers and to Mechanics. 


tisements which are directed either to the general con- 
sumer or to the mechanic or artisan. 

In the accompanying illustrations are shown samples 
clipped at random from farm papers, carpenters’ and 
other class publications and newspapers. No attempt 
has been made to more than secure a fair representa- 
tion of some of these manufacturers. The advertise- 
ments were not selected with any other point in view 
than that they were good illustrations of the policy 
of dealer cooperation carried out along the lines which 
have come to be regarded as the most easy method of 
advertising. 

All the manufacturers who are represented by said 
advertisements advertise not only in trade papers, 
such as AMERICAN ARTISAN, but also in publications 
that reach the general consumer or the mechanic.

For this reason it is quite clear that the retail hard- 
ware dealers clerks or assistants will thus be able to 
sell this article in far shorter time and with much less 
effort than if the favorable impression had not been 
made upon the prospective consumer by the consumer 
advertising. 

And likewise, the advertisement which the retail 
hardware dealer reads of such an article in his tra 
paper will have the same effect upon him and thu 
make the work of the traveling salesman in procur 
ing an order from this hardware dealer for the arti: 
in question much easier. 

The manufacturer of well established, trademarl« 
articles of hardware by advertising to the consun 
through farm journals, magazines and newspap¢ 
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, co-ordinating with this consumer advertising, 
ivertising campaign to the retailer through trade 
als, like AMERICAN ARTISAN, protects himself 

st the so-called “Private Brands” which are noth- 
ore or less than what has at one time been classi- 

fed as “anonymous merchandise” and which are made 
hy manufacturers who do not stand back of their 
products but who will place a trade-mark upon them 
at the direction of some jobber or large retail dis- 
tributor. 

This anonymous or “Private Brand” hardware may 
at times be of reliable quality and be able to render 
satisfactory services to the consumer, but the very 
fact that it is not branded with the manufac- 
turer's own trademark may very reasonably be taken 
as an indication that it is not of standard quality. 

The argument is sometimés advanced by persons 
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uct of long established reputation which is identified 
by a well known trademark. Sometime ago a certain 
large distributor requested this manufacturer to use a 
special “Private Brand” on the products for him and 
this was done. One of the distributor’s customers later 
on made a complaint, stating that this distributor had 
substituted some other brand for the one which he 
had originally sold and simply pasted his own label 
over that of the manufacturer. The way it hap- 
pened, was that the distributor’s label had not been 
securely attached and when it arrived at the retailer’s 
place of business one of these labels was partly de- 
tached, thus showing the manufacturer’s original 
trademark below. 

While, of course, most retail hardware dealers 
xnow that jobbers do not manufacture their own 
line of tools, or other articles of hardware, many of

who favor the “Private Brand” idea, that by doing so 
they render themselves independent of the manufac- 
turer who might otherwise reduce their profits or, 
after they had built up a big business on his trade- 
marked products, decide to let some competitor han- 
dle the line, and that, therefore, all the work which 
they might have done in the past would redound to 
the benefit of this competitor. 
ut the manufacturer who has established a trade- 
mark on his products and who has had satisfactory 
usiness relations with his wholesale and retail dis- 
tors will only in very few cases run the risk of 
having some competitive dealer take up the line who 
might not be as efficient a distributor as the first one, 
re is very little, if any, force to that argument. 
writer of this article quite recently had an ex- 
e related to him by a manufacturer of a prod-

them are under the impression that an article bearing 
the wholesaler’s private trademark might be of a bet- 
ter quality or better value for the price, when, as a 
matter of fact, in most cases the private mark stands 
for less value to the retailer than the jobber’s trade- 
marked article which sells for the same price. 

This year for instance a jobber may handle a line 
of axes which are made in “A’s” factory and which 
may be-all right in quality. These axes bear the job- 
ber’s “Private Brand.” 

What is there to prevent this wholesaler from in: *- 
ing arrangements with some other manufacturer vv 
make a similar appearing ax which he might be able to 


“ 


procure at a considerable lower price, but which ap- 
pears, so far as the outside is concerned, just as good 
as the one he handled the previous year? So long as 
the jobber’s “Private Brand” is affixed to the axes the 
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retailer will not know anything about the change nor 
that the axes are of an inferior quality until he has 
sold a number of them and complaints have come in, 
and then in most cases it is too late for him to regret 
the fact that he was buying a “Private Branded” axe 
instead of one with a real trademark, owned and af- 
fixed by the manufacturer. 

There are some retailers who believe that it is a 
good plan for them to have their own trademark on 
articles that they sell, and to this possibly there would 
be no objection on part of the consumer, because at 
the last instance it is the retailer who must make 
good with the consumer if an article fails to turn out 
satisfactory, but generally speaking it may be said 
that there is no advantage of decided importance 
which the retailer may gain for himself by using a 
trademark of his own. 

It may be stated as a good rule, that when a manu- 
facturer has established a reputation for good work- 
manship and high quality in his products and has af- 
fixed a trademark of his’ own to his product by which 
it may be identified, such an article can always be 
relied upon to give good satisfaction to the consumer, 
and so far as the retail hardware dealer is concerned, 
he can always afford to recommend such a trade- 
marked article, because if it does not prove satisfac- 


tory the blame will not be attached to him but to the 


manufacturer. The.manufacturer must, therefore, al- 
ways be on the alert to keep up the quality—and let 
this be remembered: the satisfaction of the consumer 
is the final test as to whether the retail hardware 
dealer can afford to handle an article or not. 


H. O. ROBERTS ADVISES CREATION OF 
CREDIT BUREAU FOR RETAILERS. 


The following article by H. O. Roberts, the very 
efficient secretary of the Minnesota Retail Hardware 
Association, contains a number of very helpful sug- 
gestions, any of which if carried out by a retail 
hardware dealer will make his business more profit- 
able: 

lt is a big man who can sympathize with one down 
and out, but it is a bigger man who rejoices in the 
prosperity of his competitor. 

Is it not possible that you felt just a little bit 
pleased when you found out that a man who you 
knew as a bad pay customer had stuck your com- 
petitor for a long account? 

Is it not possible that you felt cross when you 
discovered that the account had been paid and that 
the old duffer was still owing you a long over-due 
account? 

WHY NOT FORM A CREDIT BUREAU? 

Why would it not be a good thing to talk such 
matters over with the other merchants in your town 
and get them together for the purpose of building 
up a bureau for credit information?

THE FILING OF LIENS. 

A mistake is frequently made.in filing liens by 
merchants who think that pne year from date of 
filing is allowed before foreclosing proceedings must 
be started. This is a mistake because the year allowed 
by law dates from the last item charged on the books 
of the merchant and in the lien filed. 

A claim, however, is not released providing the 
time for foreclosure is allowed to elapse. The account 
can still be sued if the contractor is responsible finan- 
cially in case a judgment is secured. The property 
on which the lien is filed is not released providing it 
can be shown that the contractor and owner were 
together liable for the goods purchased. 

No hardware man should lose a dollar on any 
goods or labor furnished for any building or farm as 
merchandise sold for improving the farm is subject 
to a lien just the same as on building material for a 
barn. : 

Minnesota has a good lien law and this is a protec- 
tion for the hardware man more than any other 
merchant. The opportunity, therefore, should not 
be overlooked. 

The banker asks for a mortgage when ‘the loan 1s 
made. The merchant allows ninety days for settlement 
before asking for this lien as security.

Many men in all walks of life look upon the merchant as 
a Laine, favored individual. They envy him his business, 
and have a secret longing to go into business themselves. 
Many do so and pay the price. ~ They either fail or succeed. 
They pay the price either way. They find that it is just as 
hard work merchandising as it is farming, or manufacturing, 
or carpentering, etc. If they are made of the right kind of 
stuff they sacrifice their ease and comfort for a period and 
succeed, they pay the price and receive the reward. If, on the 
other hand, they are not fitted to succeed they fail, and still 
pay the price without obtaining any compensating prize. 

A young salesman had an ambition to become a merchant. 
He had no capital, nor had he friends who might help him 
out with either credit or capital. After five years spent behind 
the counter he mentioned his ambition to a traveling salesman 
with whom he was fairly friendly. 

The traveler said: “Dan, it is a laudable thing to have an 
ambition like yours, but you might just as well settle down 
to a job behind the counter. You'll never be a successful 
merchant.” 

The clerk was indignant. “Why?” he asked. 

“Because any man who has worked for five years, as you 
have done, and who has received a fairly decent wage during 
that time and has no one else to support but himself, who has 
not saved enough money to make a start is not likely to be 
fit to succeed.” 

“A lot of money a man can save on $15 a week,” retorted 
the clerk. 

“If he wanted’ capital to go into business very badly he 
could save at least half of it, and by judicious handling in a 
very few years get a very nice start towards being a capitalist. 
If you had a thousand dollars you could start a small business 
in the outskirts of the city and gradually build a very profit- 

ha growing with your locality, and become a suc- 
cess. All your sacrifice for the first few years would be 
amply r paid in later years with comfort and success. 

That clerk began to save, and today has a very successful 
store. He worked hard during the first few years, finding 
it hard work at times to stick to it, but he paid the price and 
now has a business that he leaves largely in the hands of 
others while he takes life a little easier. He paid the price 
and 1s receiving his reward.

enty years if he could not have made a greater success

earlier years, and he will tell you that that was his biggest 
e in business life. 

‘ut the sacrifices a merchant has to make are not such 
iey should frighten anyone from trying to succeed. 

He is 
well liked, knows his line of business very well, people like

re’s another merchant who starts in business and the 

ts are bright. He takes up some particular sport, such 
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as golf, bowling, and, having an apititude for this, becomes a 
local celebrity. He has a greater ambition to be known as a 
good sport than as a successful merchant. His ambition is 
gratified, and in a few years his business is gone, together 
with his little capital—and his friends, too. 

Retailing requires that the merchant sacrifice most things 
upon its altar at the start, but it bountifully repays for the 
sacrifice later on in life when a man can really enjoy it better. 

Character stands for much. It means temperament, it 
means repute, it means capacity, it means genius, it means a 
thousand other things too numerous to mention, but which 
we all recognize. 

A man must be honest, his integrity must be above re- 
proach if he wishes a large measure of success. He may 
stimulate these things for awhile but they must be inherent 
if he wishes permanent success. 

As a man builds up his business he must build up his 
character. The two buildings should progress side by side 
and be indissolubly joined. 

Industry is necessary in any line of work. The toiler 
gets the prize while the loafer stands by, envious of his suc- 
cess. 

Economy is essential to business success. All waste must 
be eliminated. 

Mr. Leon Mandel, of Mandel Brothers, once said’ in 
answer to the question, “Why do merchants fail in business?” 

“Few business men in America are content to spend their 
lives building success. They want to accomplish it in a year 
or two. 

“T have long been convinced that business failure is 
largely due to extravagance, and hurry to achieve success. 

“The fault of extravagance covers not only the conduct 
of the business itself, but the business man’s personal life. 
Men plunge headlong into wanton expenditures, instead of 
husbanding their resources for the time of emergency.” 

True economy is not parsimony. Niggardness is as fatal 
to sticcess as extravagance. 

Nerve is necessary to succeed in mercantile business 
because a merchant has to make his calculations months in 
advance to succeed. A merchant must sometimes have nerve 
enough to spend more than half of his capital in the fitting 
up of a store, and yet the best fitted stores succeed best, all 
other things being equal. It requires nerve to take a store at 
an annual rental almost as large as one’s capital, and yet this 
is often done successfully. The merchant who lacks nerve 
lacks business character and will not get out of the ranks of 
mediocrity. 

Cafital is the least necessary of all these requirements 
for success. That may seem a queer statement to make, but 
it is a fact. Capital does not keep a man from making a 
failure of business. It prolongs his business career some- 
times, but his failure starts when he commences his business. 

A man may go into business on a small capital and en- 
large it, if he has the necessary requirements for success. 
Capital is necessary to business success, of course, but a small 
capital is as good as a large one in the right hands. 

Experience we all gain as we go through life. Yet it is 
necessary that the merchant have a certain amount of experi- 
ence if he may succeed. 

The application of our experience to our business is what 
counts. If we go on in the same old rut, year after year, 
and allow others, more enterprising, to pass us in the race for 
success, our experience is worthless to us. 

In the year 1862, a leading wholesale and retail dealer 
in a large western city was doing a good business with a 
capital of $22,000 invested. With this capital he made money 
readily, so that in a few years he was worth $85,000—as much 
as Marshall Field was worth at that time. 

But this dealer was not one to take count of his experience. 
He would run his business in the way he wished. He took 
no stock in the changing of public opinion and of better ways 
of doing business. 

Two years later this dealer was in hot water. His capital 
was practically gone and he was a broken man. In the mean- 
time Marshall Field was building along the line of experience 
—and we all know how he succeeded. 

Business is a science. The merchants who study it as a 
science succeed. Men who trifle with it fail. 

The man who will win must pay the price—but the re- 
wards are always ample. The laws of success are so simple 
that they are almost trite. 

Study the science of the business and be willing to sac- 
rifice ordinary things to your ambition to succeed. Build up 
a character that will stand the test of time. Be industrious 
and have the nerve to venture as far as your capital and 
experience warrant. If you do these things you will surely 
succeed,

If he will put in a 
heater that is large enough, according to the plan 
shown it cannot help but heat the house, provided of 


course they put fire enough in it. 


We never install a warm air heater as small as 20 
inch fire pot caliber, except to heat three or four 
medium-sized rooms on the first floor; for a house of 
the size shown we would use a 22 or 24 inch fire 

and we handle a number of different makes.

ONE REGISTER SYSTEM OF WARM AIR 
HEATING AND VENTILATION. 


A large portion of the heat which is usually lost 
by friction imhot air pipes and by waste radiation of 
the warm air heater into the basement is said to be 
saved and transmitted into the living rooms by the 
One Register Sanitair System of the Standard School 
Heater Company, Chicago. 

President J. E. Flint of this Company states that 
their systems are sold under a guarantee bond that 
they will save half of the fuel bill; that they are safe 
from fire or explosion; that they are sure to satisfy, 
and that they are simple to install and operate.

STEEL MILLS BREAKING ALL RECORDS OF 
PRODUCTION. 


Steel mills are now operating at the highest rate 
since 1912 and the actual tonnage production is the 
greatest in the history of the country. Although 
prices are still below the high figures which were in 
effect in 1912 and 1910, it is to be noted that the 
advance in price has not yet stopped. Quotations for 
the first quarter of 1916 have already been advanced 
to 1.40 cents Pittsburgh and indications are that prices 
will go on even higher. 

Railroads have entered the market for structural 
material and rails for 1916 and heavy tonnages from 
this source are expected. Practically all the rail mills 
were turned over to bar making and the railroads be- 
gan to realize that if they wished to secure deliv- 
eries for the early part of 1916 it would be neces- 
Railroads have 
been practicing the strictest economy for the past eight- 
een months and it now becomes necessary for them to 
provide for their past as well as for their future needs. 

An interesting question at the present time is 


sary for them to place orders at once. 


whether or not the steel works can increase their pro- 
duction over last month and if so, to what extent for it 
is a well-known fact that there is very little idle capac- 
ity and all of the open hearth steel works, which com- 
prise about two thirds of the entire steel making 
capacity, are now running at full blast. 

The condition in the sheet trade presents a striking 
contrast to the condition in the market for the three 
great tonnage products, bars, plates and shapes. The 
demand for shapes is light and the total demand for 
plates is far from heavy, relatively, but the demand 
for bars is very heavy indeed. In this trade the sit- 
uation has worked out that plates and shapes com- 
mand 1.35c, the same as bars, merely because the 
total of demand is large enough to absorb the steel. 

In the case of the sheet mills there is a very heavy 
demand for blue annealed sheets, a moderately good 
demand for galvanized sheets. In the case of sheets 
the one product has not helped the other. The sheet 
mills have plenty of steel and are in a sense giving 
it away, while the steel producers are short of steel 
and are getting advanced prices even for finished 
products for which there is only a relatively light 
demand. 
review of the trade “Trade 
trends continue upward; confidence as to the future 
is spreading, and while holidays as well as conserva- 
tism in some quarters have not allowed full rein to 
trade the week has provided another 
budget of favorable factors.

“House trade has picked up; state fairs and con- 


ventions at numerous cities have brought in many 
buyers; retail trade, though not quite uniform, has 





been aided by the end of the vacation season; sales 
of dry goods are larger; remarkable crop yields are 
indicated, rural districts, as well as war-order cen- 
ters, are in a position to spend money; railway traffic 
is heavier, notwithstanding that wheat is slower than 
a year ago in getting to market; record outputs of pig 
iron are being absorbed at rising prices; skilled labor 
is in smart call; steel continues active on an advancing 
market; buying of steel rails has expanded; building 
shows increases, something not seen for some time 
past ; collections continue to mend; money is in better 
demand ; commercial paper sells more freely ; new en- 


terprises are more numerous.” 


STEEL. 

In the Chicago market, steel bars are firm. Mills 
are well filled with orders for the remainder of the 
year and furthermore large deliveries are being de- 
ferred farther and farther into the future. Large 
tonnages are continually being refused because of the 
fact that the capacity of the mills is not enough to 
them all. No change has yet been made in 
prices, steel bars still being quoted at 1.54 cents Chi- 
cago mill. Mills are, however, making every possible 
effort to increase their tonnage of this product. Plates 
are rather weak although there is still somewhat of a 
demand. Warehouse prices on bars, shapes and plates 
have been advanced during the past week and pres- 
ent quotations are as follows: Bars, 1.80 cents; 
shapes and plates, 1.90 cents. In the Pittsburgh dis- 
trict, important steel bar buyers have opened negotia- 
tions for their requirements for the first and second 
quarters of next year but manufacturers have not felt 
inclined to quote at the prevailing 1.35 cent figure. 
Some tonnages have been sold for nearby shipment on 
a basis of 1.40 cents and it is believed that this price 
will generally be asked in the near future for delivery 
after December 31st. Specifications for plates are also 
coming in in good volume and mill managers say that 
they are having less difficulty in obtaining 1.35 cents 
than they had a few weeks ago.

Probably the most interesting feature in the gener-

In order to secure im- 
ports from England, Américan manufacturers must 
now route shipment to neutral countries in Europe via 
England where re-shipment will be permitted under 
license for export. Prices are now being quoted at 
334 cents to 3334 cents as a result of a drop of one 
pound Sterling in the London market. Chicago ware- 
house prices on pig and bar tin remain firm at a quo- 
tation of 37 cents for pig tin and 38 cents for bar tin.

SHEETS. 

Sheet makers in the Chicago district are enjoying an 
increased business and 28 gauge black sheets are now 
quoted at 2.14 cents to 2.19 cents Chicago mill. The 
leading independent maker of sheets continues out of 
the galvanized sheet market and will not quote while 
spelter remains at its present high price. Mills in the 
Ohio district are offering galvanized sheets on a basis 
of 3.79 cents Chicago for 28 gauge. Chicago ware- 
house prices are now on a basis of 2.25 cents for 16 
gauge. In the Pittsburgh district, consumers are 
manifesting considerable interest in the market for 
fourth quarter delivery and manufacturers of steel 
sheets are generally quoting maximum prices. Some 
makers are asking 1.60 cents for 10 gauge blue an- 
nealed sheets and as high as 2 cents has been paid for

SPELTER.

PIG IRON. 

Conditions in the Chicago market are excellent and 
all things seem to point toward a higher price on 
foundry, malleable and basic iron. Sales during Au- 
gust were unusually large, over 120,000 tons of pig 
iron having been disposed of in the Chicago district in 
that month alone. At present it is rather difficult to 
obtain Number 2 foundry at a price jess than $14.2 
Chicago furnace and $14.75 is even being quoted b 
some makers. Malleable iron is somewhat scarcer 
than foundry grades and the minimum quotation on 
this product is about $14.75 Chicago furnace although

some makers will not sell their iron at less than $15.25 
for delivery during this year. These quotations are 
subject to a premium of about 50 cents for first 
quarter and first half delivery. The market is at 
present featufed by a rather unexpected demand for 
basic iron which has probably been stimulated by the 
strong condition of foundry and Malleable. Basic iron 
is quoted at about $14.75 Chicago furnace although 
no sales have as yet been made to definitely fix that 
figure. Southern iron is quiet with little inquiry and 
practically no sales. The minimum quotation appears 
to be $114.50 Birmingham for delivery this year. 


Rogers, Brown & Company’s Market Report, Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, September 17, I9I5: 


More advances in price this week. This is not a rub- 
ber stamped sentence, although from the regularity with 
which it appears week after week in the pig iron reports 
one might almost be led to believe that to be the case. 
The Chicago district, which has heretofore been the weak- 
est point, is the aggressor. Sales in that district show a 
decided improvement. Considerable interest has been 
shown in the East in steel making irons—one consumer 
closing for 50,000 tons. Buying in the Philadelphia terri- 
tory was active. 

But with these exceptions the tonnage placed during 
the past week has not been quite up to some of the 
previous weeks. One very good reason for this is the 
fact that furnacemen are not at all anxious to take on a 
large amount of business even at the present prices, feel- 
ing that still further advances are almost certain to come. 
This condition prevails in practically every district. The 
South adopted this attitude as soon as the upward trend 
became apparent; Cleveland and Buffalo furnaces are com- 
fortably fixed and are not seeking business at present, al- 
though they are accepting orders for limited tonnage; 
Southern Ohio is in the same boat; Virginia is very op- 
timistic; the Valleys are booming; and now Chieago en- 
ters with an advance. 

In spite of this tendency on the part of furnacemen, 
inquiries continue to come in and some good sized ton- 
nages are now being negotiated in this territory. Ship- 
ments on existing contracts continue very encouragingly. 

There is no let up in the demand for steel and pro- 
ducers find it necessary to turn down business. Domestic 
inquiry is headed by the U. S. Navy Yards, who are in 
the market for good tonnages. Prices retain their upward 
tendency.
